It may be well to explain that since Kan- 
sas City was selected as the place for the 
eonvention. by the Democratic National 
committee, Eastern papers, especially in 
New York and Boston, have been printing 
some mean things about the packing-house 
town at the movth of the Kaw. These sto- 
ries, belittling the sige, culture, and pro- 
gressiveness of Kansas City probably have 
grown out of a jealous feeling against the 
hustling Western town, accentuated by 
large maps which the progressive citizéns of 
that place sent broadcast over the United 
States while making their fight for the con- 
vention. | 

These maps represented Kansas City as 
the center of the universe, with rings drawn 
about it, showing its rivals as mere out-of- 
the-way places and of no consequence what- 
ever.

American silk manufacturers have scored 
a notable triumph at Paris. The announce- 
ment that the American silk exhibit at the 
exposition is to be awarded the gold medal! 
over the French exhibit is reported to have 
given Paris an uncomfortable shock. In 
the United States the announcement will 
canse a thrill of gratifying surprise and 
pardonable pride. | 
Silk is one of the newer American indus-. 
tries which has been successfully d«veloped 
under a protective tariff. In 1880 our im- 
portations of raw silk free of duty for use 
in manufacture amounted in value to $12,- 
068,690. In 1800 they amounted to $43,- 
546.872. In 1880 we imported manufac-. 
‘tured silk goods to the valne of $32,188,690; 
in 1899 to the value of only $27,880,683. 
Thus the importation of foreign manufac- 
tured silks was Held in check and actually 
reduced by 13 per cent, while the manufac- 
ture of silks in this country increased 260 
Last year we imported silk fabrics from 
france to the value of $12,193,295; from 
Germany, $4,988,513; and from Switzer- 
land, $8,986,018; but.at the same time we 
purehesed raw silk in Japan for $20,927,890, 
in China for $10,854,071, and in Italy for 
$9,370,750, and produced silks of our own 
manufacture which at Paris are declared 
by an international jury of award to be 
; superior to those produced at the home of

There is still. abundant reason to hope, 
however, that they are safe and will in 
time be rescued. 

There was a small force of foreign 
marines admitted to Pekin to guard the 
| legations at the beginning of the outbreak. 
It must also be remembered that: the 
rioters have deliberately refrained from 
killing foreigners, even when they were 
massacring native converts by the hundred, 
because they have not forgotten the severe 
reprisals of European countries that fol- 
lowed the killing of missionaries in times 
past. The Chinese government would be 
| fairly certain to do all in its power to keep 
the Pekin legation party from harm. There 
‘is, therefore, reason to believe that when 
an adequate force finally reaches Pekin it 
will find the missing diplomats alive. But 
they are in increasing peril, and all haste 
is needed if they “are to be saved from a 
fate like that from which Admiral Sey- 
mour’s party so narrowly escaped. 

The Empress Dowdager’s announcement 
that her palace at Pekin has been burned 
is the opposite. of reassuring. If this is 
true it indicates that the Boxer uprising, 
which went on with her passive sanction 
as long as it was anti-foreign in its nature, 
has passed..beyond .her contro] and has 
, turned a part of its fury against the Manchu 
dynasty itself.
